Wanderer, slayer o f his wife, un­ 
bo rn child and a ragged stranger dur­ 
ing a fake ho ld-up, paid in full fo r the 
murder o f the “po o r bo o b”. He went 
to his death singing a so ng in a harsh 
tremulo us vo ice, to the w’o nian who se 
li.'e he snuffed o ut mo re than a year 
ago . His so ng trailed o ff into silence 
as the death cap was dro pped o ver his 
head. 
“Lo rd have mercy upo n my so ul” 
the co ndemned man repeated after a 
minister, as he walked o n the acaft’o ld 
“Father, into yo ur hands 1 co mmend 
my spirit” Go d have mercy upo n me.” 
A mo ment later, when asked fo r his 
last wo rds, he bro ke fo rth into so ng. 
It was "Old Pal, Old Gal,” and he sang 
it in a vo ice that sent shivers do wn 
the backs o f the “death” audience. 
“Old pal, o ld gal, are yo u there? I’m 
all alo ne. 
Old pal, o ld gal, I’m just a ro lling 
sto ne,” he sang. 
“Shado ws co me thro ugh the weary 
night, always find me near 
“I crave fo r yo u, o ld pal, o ld gal, 
why do n’t yo u answer me? 
“Old pal, o ld gal ------” 
And the shro ud ended his so ng. 
When the trap-do o r 
was 
sprung, 
Wanderer’s bo dy 
dro pped 
thro ugh 
with a jerk, bo unding back two feet. 
A jailer grabbed the twisting fo rm. 
Eight minutes later he was pro no unc 
ed dead and the murder o f the “Po o r 
Bo o b” was vindicated. 
On his last night, Wanderer sang 
o ne so ng after ano ther. He prayed fre­ 
quently with the priso n minister. His 
so ng« ranged fro m “Ro ck o f Ages and 
“Nearer My Go d to Thee” to his fav 
o rite "Old Pal, Old Gal” and o tner 
po pular airs. 
Seven years ago a wo man awo ke 
just befo re dawn, screaming at an ap­ 
paritio n o f dream filled mind. She vis­ 
io ned her so n dangling fro m the end 
o f a no o se. She was Wandreer’s mo th­ 
er. 
“My bo y Carl, they are hanging 
him” she shrieked. “He is hanging. 
My Go d, I’ll kill myself ba'o re I live 
to see them hang my Carl.’ 
She sho t herself to death that day 
crazed 
by 
the 
apparitio n 
o f 
her 
dream. Fate ruled that her visio n o f 
seven years ago sho uld co me true to ­ 
day, Wanderer died o n the fifth Black 
Friday o f his life. 
He plo tted his wife’s death o n the 
first Black Friday, hiring the “nig 
red stranger” in Chicago ’s “lo o p” to 
stage a fake ho ld-up that he might be 
a ‘‘hero in his wife’s eyes.” On th<* 
next night, in June 19 20 the "po o r 
bo o b” fo llo wed Wanderer and his wife 
ho me fro m a theatre.
